I went -tri-tli Aunt Margaret and Cousin Mag to spend the day a t Ben’s* For two or three 
days it has "been quite cold, this morning the pike is slick as glass, moderates ^nd 
rains this evening. Come home and find my new cook, Lucinda, in the kitchen, Ka te ^d 
Sue gone to Mr. Stuckey. I dread to change but hope it is all for the best. 

Friday January 2, 1874* 


Cla rk and Bud gone to Midway. At home alone all day. Help to iron the clothes that 
Kate left. It is w a3?m and d^p today. Ho ice yet. The Winter so far has been remark¬ 
ably mild. My flowers look rite well considering the pit. I sent six and fourth potmds 
of butter today at 30 cents a pound.

Clark went to V(ersailles) to make a settlement with Bud. B- came for me to spend the 
day with George S. a t Pis(gah?). Price has rented Aunt Susan’s place and theygo to 
M. Ma has been quite sick but is better today, she looks badly. Blla is keeping 
house for her. I don’t feel yet that Blla is really married. 

Sunday January 4» 1874* 



This morning was as bright and balmy as a spring morning. We went to church - took 
Mary - had only prayer meeting. We have preaching twice a month from Bros. Moore and 
Graham. Bro* Graham dined with us last Sunday. How pleasant he is. 


Monday January 5> 1874* 

Mrs. Turp came in this morning to wash for us but charged too much, so we have secured 
Mrs. Shannon's services at four dollars a month. It rains and sleets today and is very 
gloomy. Winter in the Country is quite doleful, though summer in town is equally un¬ 
pleasant * 

Tuesday January 6, 1874* 

It continues to sleet today. I think it is the heaviest sleet I have ever seen. The 
limbs a re bending and breaking under the great weight, making it dangerous to go into 
the woods. The woodland is indeed beautiful. 

Wednesday January 7 s 1874. 

We are having Winter with a vengeance today. Upon the sleet there is falling a deep snow. 
It is now several inches and continues to fall. What a lovely Winter scene we have. 

The snow and pendants on the g3?eat forest trees give the appearance of the most beauti¬ 
ful lace work. They are crushed beneath the great weight. 

Thursday January 8, 1874* 

This is a glorious day. The bright sunshine upon the sleet gives us a brilliance which 
is quite dazzling. Tho the sun shines so brightly and it seems quite pleasant the sleet 
seems loth to leave us. This is the snow of the season - about four inches. 

Friday January 1974* 


It is bright and warm today and the sleet is vanishing before the sunshine. Mr. Arnett 
has gone to see George this evening. Ho one to take care of my little ones for me so I 
must content myself at home with them* 

Saturday January 10,1874* 


Snowing again today - wind in the south* The snow will perhaps leave T'xith a rain. I am 
rite well pleased with my new cook because she keeps her kitchen clean, though they all 
do their best the first week or two. We don’t miss Kate and Lou much. 

Sunday January 11, 1874* 


The day quite pleasant, though I did not get to Church - bad colds prevented. The day 
seems so long when I stay at home all day. In the evening Ella and Andrew came over 
and stayed all night - the second time only since their marriage.

Annie is with us to stay several days. Ella and Mr* Briggs came over and sat with us 
until hedtime. My clothes came in this evening, poorly done up. 

Thursday January 15 j 1874 

This I think is the coldest day of the season, if it continues this cold a day or two I 
think we will get ice and lose my flowers. We make home folks of Miss Annie. Take 
her to the kitchen to eat with us. Mr* Arnett going to the Grange tonight, to the in- ■; 
stallation of the officers. 

Friday’ January l6, 1874* 

Mr* Arnett would have me go to the Grange to he installed as Flora . ZIt was hitter cold 

hut Miss Annie insisted that she would keep the children, so I went. Joe came out today 
for Miss Annie. Mr. Arnett'^thought it too cold to come 

Saturday January 17, 1874* 

It has been bright and cold today. Turns warmer this evening. Clark has filled his ice 
house ye sterday and today with Tom and Andrew's assistance. We go to Pa's this evening 
and meet Bud, Belle and Jennie Holloway, quite an ingathering of the children. 

Sunday January 18, 1874. 

There being no preaching tofey I stay at home with Pa and Ma. Pa is in bed with his back. 
Ella and Andrew go to Pisgah, Bud and Belle to Versailles, Tom to Mt, Vernon and Claik 
and B to Union. Jimmie L. came home with them to dinner. We come home in the evening 
through the rain. 

Monday January 19, 1874* 

It rained last night and took a way the snow, today it is warm and rainy. Tom Bedd from 
Mo. stayed with us last night. We were glad to see him to hear from old friends and for 
old q.oquaint3n.ce sake. He talks as much as ever. 

Tuesday January 20, 1874* 

Ma came by for me this morning and took me to see A^nt Susan and Annie for the last time 
before their moving to Mo.‘ We had quite a pleasant day. I love the old place 6or its 
sweet associations. Annie is so bright and happy that the makes all happy about her.

I, as usual, have been at work \dLth, and for, my little darlings - they seem doubly dear to 
me after seing Bertie separated from hers. 

Sunday February 22, 1874* 

It rained all night and all morning I though no one could get to Church- quite a disappoint¬ 
ment as it was Bro. Gr^^'s day. Mr. Arnett was there - very few in attendance but had a 
fine discourse as we always do from him. 

Monday February 23, 1874* 

It is quite cold today after the rains.' Mr. Arnett in ¥. this moving - comes home early and 
goes to Pa's after some flour (the water is so high that we can't have grinding done ). Ma 
is very much complaining - in "bed this evening. 

Tuesday , February 24, 1874* 

Mr. Arnett in Midway this morning - brought two men home with him who bought his hogs at 
five cents - rather pigs - weighed I 30 pounds. I have been quite sick for several days - 
a sickness that goes quite against the grain and the worst sideness in the world. 

Me dnesday February 25, 1874* 

I w as thirty one years old today, how hard to realize that I a® growing old. The ground is 
covered with snow this morning, and still snowing. It is quite cold this evening, Osmthia 
Branham and Mr. Kidd ran away yesterday and married. 

Thuupsday February 26, 1874* 

Today it is bright and pleasant and the snow all gone. Ella, Andrew and Cousin Mill came 
over this evening, the men went to the Grange. Ella and I feel a little uneasy - old 
Henry Turp came home drunk, tho I think he dares not molest us. 

Friday February 27, 1874* ^ : 

At home in the morning and sick. In the evening I take the children and walk up to Cousin 
Mill's - Amt Pamelia and Ellen busy cutting carpet rage, Mr. Arnett in Midway today, I 
send nine pounds of butter. 

Saturday February 28, 1874* 

I have been sick enou^ to be in bed all day, when I think of it lasting for months I feel 

that I will just give up, I get so low down - I so dread miscarriage but think that time 

has past. , . 

Sunday Ma'jrtai'it, 1874* 

Me w ent to Pa's yesterday evening - came back this evening- found Ma sick in bed - she 
suffers so with her head and back. I didn't feel well enough for Church - stayed with Ma. 
Sat, the seventh I sent two pounds of butter, 

Thursday March 12, 1874* 

It has been almost two weeks since I wrote. I have been in bed most of the time, though got 
along better than usual. I am just sitting up a little this morning. Ma is still in bed 
quite sick - Ella has to be with her so Clark has to stay .with me. ’ 

Friday March I 3 , 1874* 

Cousin Em and Aunt Margaret surprised us with a visit - came yesterday evening. They make 
themselves so much at home that I am glad to have them. Lucinda, seems to get along very 
well with her work Trithout my assistance. 




Saturday March 14» 1874* 

Mr.Amett takes advantage of my having company and spends the day in Lex* Cousin Em and 
Aunt Margaret go this evening to Ben Arnett’s.

Quite cool and cloudy today, I wanted to do my Spring cleaning this week, "but think I 
won't undertake it if it keeps so cool, I have a gloomy prospect for chickens this Springs 
have only twenty and hut few now setting, 

Tuesday April 7, 1874. 

Warmer today and very cloudy. My hens have been dying with cholera - I ^ feeding them on 
sulphur and ooperas and they seem much better, I have no sewing to do until I go to town, 
which makes me anxious to get my housecleaning done. 

Wednesday April 8, I 874 . 

It has been raining all day & is quite cool. The peach trees are in bloom and I am so much 
afraid they xd.ll be killed. Many of them have already been killed, 

Thursday April 9, 1874. 

This has been a real March day- stormy and rainy - still cold- the xdnd bloxdng terribly, 

I have kept my chickens fastened up two days and ni^ts - I know they are tired of coop 
life, Clark has been in toxna all day. 

Friday . April 17,1874. 

One week of gloomy weather has passed since I wrote - nothing of importance in that time. 
Last Monday was a pretty day and I had some gardening done, and some of my flower beds 
spadid - ,but have had no time since to have anything done. 

Satxxrday April 18,1874. 

We spent suofera pleasant day Thursday xrith Ollie at Cousin John's - Ellen, Ella and I. 

Cousin John was in bed most of the day. We had quite a nice dinner and the girls*were so 
pleasant, Ollie's flowers look well. I went today xrith Cla-rfc to Midxiray - got ®5me Spring 
clothes for the children, I sent seven potinds of butter. 

Stmday A pril 19,1874. 

Yesterday was very pleasant but it rains today. I stay at home with the children. I am in 
Mr. Patridc's class at the Sunday School. We had the last chapter of Romans today - will 
study Corinthians this summer, “ ^ 

Monday April 20,1874* 

It has been very pleasant today, the first pretty day since last Monday, I feel like I had 
so much to do that I hardly know where to begin - I had gotten a supply of Spring sewing, 

Tuesday April 21, I 874 . 

This has been another lovely day - we spent the day at Pa's - Ma seems q uite well - she 
and Ella busy sexfing carpet rage for Ella's carpet* 

Wednesday April 29,1874. 

One week since I xirote - quite a change in the xreather. It rained yesterday, turned cold 
last night and we had a right hard freeze. We spent the day with Mr. Amett and Mia - Jennie 
at the Harris house - Mr, Alford died yesterday.

It has been bright and pleasant today - how we enjoy the bri^t days after six weeks of 

gloom. Clark finished sewing hemp today - expects to plant com next week. Bud and Belle 

came this e Tening to stay all night.

This^ is a beautiful day - I have been veyy busy taking up my carpets - the moth seem de^ 
termined to finish them. Florida is helping me and we got along rite well.today.

Today I am almost tired out of housecleaning. Ma and Mollie Hoberts came this evening and 
s topped me, but I was so tired I was rite glad to quit. I have all of the house cleaned 
but one room.

I have spent such a pleasant day with Aunt Sallie - Ma and Ella met me there. Mas^health 
seems so much improved. Ma3:y, Ivie and I walked. 

Saturday August 15,1874. ' 

Three months have passed since I wrote. We have had a warm, dry Summer. My health has been 
better this Summer than it has been in some time, for which I ought to be very thankful, 

Sunday August 16,1874* 

Mr. Arnett and I went down this morning to see Taylor Wallace ~ he has been a great sufferer 
but his troubles are over now. He died at six this evening. Poor Annie is so distressed. 
His death casts such a gloom over her young and happy life, 

Monday August 17, 1874* 

We went to the funeral at one oclook - Brother Shouse preached, then to the burial in Lex^' 
Our dear Annie seemed almost heart-broken as the grave closed over her loved one. 

Tuesday August 25,1874. 

®«3? often death comes into our midst and takes from us our friends.Cousin Bettie Worley(?) 
died today after a protracted illness. leaves three dear little children to battle 

through life without a mother’s care and love,

I was surprised today with a visit from Mollie, Mattie Taylor & Atint Margaret. I thought 
when they came that my cook had gone to town & that I would have to walk to the kitchen, 
but as good luck would have it she didnt get off. 

Thursday April 22,1875* 

It has been <iuite cool all \ 7 eek, too cool for anything to do much good in the ground. 

Aunt Margaret is trith us to stay sometime. Ma sent me over a nice present this morning - 
a hen and fifteen chickens. I now have 45. 

Friday April 23,1875* 

Last night I had quite a fright, had such pains that I thou^t my time had come, had a 
nervous chill over it. I am up said feel quite i^ell today, but think I wont last many days 
longer. Aunt Pamelia sits a while this evening with Aunt Margaret.

This has been a tei’i^itile xdndy day* I got old Henry this morning to work in my flowers 
beds - he spaded them up and fixed-them nicely. I had to have my roses cut back to the 
roots they were so much injured by the cold# 

Friday April 30,1875# i 

Cloudy but pleasant today# Ella came over this evening and sat a i^ile on her way to Pas# 
She took Ivie with her* How we miss the dear child, she is so good and thou^tful. Mary 
is lonely without her. Aunt Margaret is so much company- for me - she drives the blues away. 

Saturday May 1, 1875* ‘ 

A rainy stormy day, such a hard ?aking rain, the x-jind blew violently this evening, blew 
off the roofs of Churches in Lex. and houses down betwees n here and there. After the 
storm it has turned much cooler. We had a time to keep the little chickens from being 
drowned. 

Stmday May 2, 1875f 

Little did I think one week ago that I would he up and ^rell today, but I believe I feel 
better today than I did last Sunday. Ella and Mr* Briggs walked down a xirhile this evening* 
Claak'heard today that Sam (Tom?) Chew was not expected to live and that Cousin Sue Field 
was quite ill* 

Monday May 3, 1875* 

Another rainy gloomy day. I have sewed up all the cloth I have in the house, so have but 
little to do, some altering for the children that I can do# 

Tuesday May 4j 1875*

Quite cool - we a re hovering over the fire. Tegetation is so backward - I have nothing up; 
in my garden but peas and onions, think it will be July before we have any vegetables# 

Ivie'has been rite sick all day. .Bud came by this evening and told us that Cousin Sue 
Field was dead# She has been sick only a few days# Dear, good woman, how she will be 
missed by her poor little children. She thought at first that she would get vrell, thou^t 
that her mission was not ended here. But God in his xfisdon took her - we must submit to 
his Holy xfill. She xsrill be buried today, four months after her devoted mother. 

Thursday May 6, 1875 

Axint Susan and Ma spent the day -with us. Ivie q uite sick, xfe sent for the Dr. This even¬ 
ing* He “was xd.th Sam Chew xdio is very lox-r with typhoid fever, his life is almost despair¬ 

ed of. 

Friday May 7, 1875* 

Ivie is much better today - the Dr. came back to see herj thinks she vriLll soon be well. 

I felt very imeasy for fear we wotild both he sibk at once, but the Dr. discouraged me 
very much, says I wont be sick until the middle tor last of May. I just feel tnat I cant 
stand it that much longer, and think that I know better than he. I thought I would not 
be able to get my flowers out, but xri.th Hehrys assistance I put most of them out today. 

Claik thinks I am too early, but I hope not - it is quite warm today# 

Sxmday May 9, 1875* 

A bright warm day - thermometer stands at 81. I am afraid of a storm this evening. Ivie 
has a rising in her ear, suffered a good dea.1 last night, it is running today# I tried 

to get Aunt Margaret to go.to Church but she would not, thought she must stay at home 

xrith me. 

Monday May 10,1875* 

We had quite a Iftorm last night, wind, thunder, lightening and a heavy rain - I x-ras very 
much afraid I xirould have to send out such a stormy night. Clark in Lexington today, 

Aunt Margaret & I busy sexring. I have a boil xd.th my other troubles xfhich pains -yery 
much - I can hardly walk. -/J?- 


Tuesday May 11, 1875 • 

The children are delighted with Kates colt* Clark thinlcs it too small, I thi5;^ it very 
pretty - it is a week old* This is a lovely day* Aunt Margaret and the children rode 
with Clark over to see Pa* He is walking about but seems rite feeble* I finished pfet- 
ting out my flOTyers today* 

Monday May 17,l875» 

Babe w as bom at six oolock this evening - weighed ten pounds, Willie Arnett 
Tuesday August 3,1875* 

Almost three months since I w rote in my Diary - I have had quite a serious time since 
the birth of our little boy. I am beginning to feel like myself once more. Aunt Margaret 
stayed mth me a month after his birth, and Miss Annie a week-* the rest of the time 
Clarfc has waited on me* The babe has been so well except thejJolic, and he has had it 
every day. 

fhudnesday August 4,1875* 

What dreadful weather vts are having. It has rained almost sonstantly now for three 
weeks, this is the fourth week and still it rains* ?rheat, barley and oats almost ruined* 
Everything moulding -- fear it ■tri.ll produce sickness* 

Friday August 6,1875* 

Y e sterday and today have been pretty days- Clark has stacked his wheat and has his 
oats in the barn* I spent the day with Pa - he has been ill for three weeks and we have 
felt q uite vmeasy about him. He is much better now, sitting up a little but looks very 
feeble. Aunt Susan and Ruth wem there - Ruth is just from the Island, she seemed de¬ 
lighted with her trip. She left Sebia(?) & all ofl them quite well. Kiss Lillie Fsrra 
died while she was there. 

Thursday Sept. 9, 1875* 

Pa has been much better - walking about, but has had a relapse of a few days. He suffers 
so much* I dread to see him sick, suffers with his head and stomach. What a hard time 
Ma has had this svunmer. Tommie has'been in bed for three weeks with fever. He was taken 
violently &. I felt so uneasy , but it has been easily managed. He is not sitting up any 
yet* I do hope no other member of the f?jnily T?ill have it. Clark finished threshing 
his wheat yesterday and is delivering to Wisenberg at $1*40 per bushel. lir, Arnett and 
Miss Annie have been out this week* They are both very blue - he has lost so heavily 
in the Paper-mill - Clark thinks he is almost wound up. What a pity for a man of his 
age who has worked hard all his life to be so broken up. Clark urges taking stock in 
that unfortiuiate papermill & I feel afraid it wont be a good investment* 

Saturday January 1, 1876 * 

Another bright new year has rolled around* It seems but yesterday since the last new 
year* A miscarriage antll a birth in our family, thank God no deaths, tho for a while 
we almost despaired of Pas life. I am in bed today - have been rite sick with my 
stomach and bowels. Ella has been with me a day or two* Our little boy, now seven 
months old, is fat and well. Most of my Christmas has been spent at home cooking* 

Bertie and Joe ^dth us and no cook or nurse. We have Hanoy and Kollie for another year’* 

Monday January 3, 1876* 

W^at vmusual -treather we are having. It has been beautiful & bright like Spring time for' 
several days, too warm even to be pleasant - grass green and pretty* 

Tuesday January 11, 1876* > 

It stormed Sunday night and turned quite cold yesterday, "^t moderates this evening* I 
was so in hopes it woiild keep cold so that we could get ice* Aunt Margaret has been 
ifith us for a week* Ben and Jennie came yesterday — left today* 

Wednesday January 12,1876* 

Thermometer stands at 14 degrees above aero* If it continues this cold a day or two tfe 

will get ice. It continues beautiful and bright. Farmers all busy breaking out their 
hemp. Pa bought Mr. A* Steels farm, today for Geor^ at 1106 per acre. What a lovely 
home they will have. Get possession the first of April. We are all very much pleased 
with Georges wife* Aunt Margaret left today for Lex* I am always lonely when she 
leaves us. They are busy fi ing for housekeeping*

Monday January 24,1876* 

The most of last week rainy and warm* I feel so uneasy about the ice* Claife at \v-, 

court today, comes home and takes us to Pas and he goes in to the meeting* Kate is 

imme rsed toni^t, I feel so glad that ha?3 gone with George* 

Tuesday Jamary 25,1876. 

Mr* Shouse has held them a fine meeting, upwards -of 40 additions, Colonel Berry among 
the number* 1 was anxious to go in but I have 'such a cold and cough they all thought 
I had better stay at home* 

Wednesday January 26,1876* 

I am busy m<'4sing up some xmderwear for myself. I always have plenty of sewing to do if 
I only felt strong and i-rell enou^ to fo it* I don*t thisak I have had a single rite 

well day since the birth of the baby, now eight months* 

Thursday January 27,1876* 

Still it rains, after this heavy rain 1 hope it may turn real cold* Clark went down this 
morning to see Bud - he is rite si<as:, caught a deep cold and I fear wont get over it 
soon* He is so imprudent, exposes himself in all kinds of weather* 

Friday January 28,1876* 

Claife went today with a load of hemp to Midway. Ma went to, Lexington - I fear they will 
both get wet. It is raining torrents this evening. We hear today that S^pathia Kid is 
not expected to live* 

Saturday January 29,1876* 

After the storm it has tu3?ned quite cold, but bri^t and beautiful* ¥e rode down a 
idiile this evening to see Bud, wrapped up well and did not smell the cold. Found Bud 
some better though quit© weak. 

Sunday January 30,1876* 

Mollie has graie home today so I ha ve to stay at home with the babe* Claife and Ivie 
went to Church and brought Hr, Patterson home frith them* He spoke for them at tfeicm 
it being the fifth Sunday, He seems to have the cause at heart* 

March 16,1876* 

¥e had last week of bright pleasant t-reather. It looked as if Spring had come indeed. 

He put in potatoes and onions, I fjas anxious to have my pea^s planted, but Clark thotight 
it too early and today I am glad I did not. It is very cold, the ground froaen hard. 

It continues cold the 17th & 18th, thermometer down to 14 degrees a hove zero 

Sunday March 19,1876 

It moderates some but still very disagreeable* Millie has been quite sidk during th© 
the week, is better today, Mr. Stanley cam© home with Ciaik to dinner, said he suf¬ 
fered fvery much this morning* 

March 20,1876 * 

Last night we had the snow of the Winter, four inches deep and still snowing furiously* 
Very cold again, snow drifting this evening, and six inches deep - looks like mid¬

March 21 , 1876« 

It has cleared off this morning, bright & Cold. 

May Ij 1876 . 

It turned q.uite cold yesterday evening, some ice last night. Windy, cloudy and cold to¬ 
day. I put my Oleanders out yesterday, I feel afraid they will he in|ured. 
busy p2canting com, we have nothing up in the garden for the frost. I feel_^raid for 
the fnxit. I have only 30 chickens, my eggs are hatching miserably. Mary Soout died 
last week after a protracted illness & much suffering. She was buried the 28th of April. 

Tuesday August 8, I 876 . 

The busy summer months are almost gone ^d.th-their cares and pleasures. My health has 
been rite good but our dear little boy has been sick for several weeks, teething and 
summer complaint. He had oonvtasions two weeks ago that freightened me so, I thought 
he w as dying. He is much better now. 

September 1, I 876 . 

It has been so unseasonable during the Summer that the grass and flowers look like 
Springtime. My flowers are blooming beautifully - it is still my delight_to woife >iith 
them though I have three little ones and might be othewise employed. Still, after the 
duties of the day are over it is such a pleasure to get among them, to water, weed & 
prune them. They have amply repaid me for all the work I have given them, I hage 
kept house withXmore satisfaction to myself this year than any, I believe, since I 

have been at the business. Haney has ^ven me so little trouble as my cook - except 

that she had to ciuit to have a baby - of course — this water makes all and each of us 

have babies. . I have had lollie now, just a year, to ntirse for me, and a rite faithful 

one she has been. She is cooking more now until Haney recovers. Ivie will sta:rt to 
school next Monday. She is now almost nine and so large that I am afraid she will feel 
badly to find the other little girls so far ahead of her. But no one knows how I hate 
to see her leave for school. Dear, good child, she is such a help to me. Then I xTill 
always feel so anxious about her away from me. 

September 2 , 1876 . 

Clark and Ivie are going to Lexington tomorrow , to take my butter and get Ivie a pair 
g^Q 03 -jjo wear to school* I have my butter engaged at 35, ots. per pound. I think 
the ice wont last many weeks lohger. Unless the weather tuzns cold I wont be able to 
fill the engagement. 

Monday September 4, 1876. 

Clark left Ivie in Lex. Saturday, so he and I went up for her yesterday, and vrent to 
Church. Heard a fine sermon from Brother Lord, and saw L(?)ebia, just returned from 
the Island. She looks so fat and w^l. This has been a blue Monday for me instead of 
Ivie. She started off so cheerful and happy, but I have had the blues all the day. 

I felt that it was the beginning of our separation. 

Thursday December 7, I 876 . 

Ivie has been home from school just one week. We had to stop her on account of scarlet 
fever in the school. There has been two deaths in the neighborhood. I feel so uneasy 
fQy jjj little ones but we must put our trust in God, He alone can bring us safely 

through such trials. We have had two marriages and two burials at Vernon within two 
weeks - Mr. .Stevens & Miss Mitchel - Mr. Patterson & Miss Wheeler. Mrs. Paynes little 
child and Mr* Colliers were buried 

SatTxrday December 9, I 876 . 

This has been a bitter day - thermometer 6 degrees below zesx), ice 4 -I /2 inches, most 
of ottr neighbors have filled ^jithin the last few days. 

Monday December 11,1876. 

We were shocked today on hearing of the death of little Annie Wheeler - scarlet fever. 

I felt that Dr. Wardropei* has them and that he would bring her through, she was only 
sick four days. She was Ivies classmate - she says she was such a sweet little girl. 
The whole neighborhood seems freightened - we know not who will be next. We will use 
every precaution.

Wednesday Januaa^y 2, 1878. 

Christmas has passed', the new year has come with its pleasures & its cares. What a world 
of changes. ¥e have just laid Aunt Margaret away to rest, and today we hear that Sehia- 
is married.

Tuesday January 3, 1878 * 

Very cold again today. Fa 2 ?mers are all busy gathering ioe, four or fi-ve inches thick. 

Calf broke my pit shah list night and I could not sleep last night for fear my flowers 
would freeze. 

Wednesday Janua3?y 16,1878. 

They are all right & my pit sash fixed again. The children are all throng trith measles.

It seems 
so strange that one so, young,s o hri^t & pretty, and so robust should be so suddenly 
snatched from her friends. Life seemed so bright and joyous for her, just verging into 
womanhood and engaged to be married to one she had been so true to and had lo^d so well.
